Yes,  we  have  a  new  logo!  The 
undertaking  proved  to  be  weightier 
than  first  calculated,  which  led  to  the 
contracting  of  a  graphic  artist  for 
development  of  a  design. 

The  logo  consists  of  symbols  repre- 
senting elements  important  to 
Alberta's  history:  the  Indian,  churches 
and  missionaries,  the  North-West 
Mounted  Police,  pioneer  settlement, 
transportation  and  agriculture,  and 
architecture.  The  Foundation's  name 
encircles  the  symbols,  signifying  both 
its  broad  preservation  mandate  and 
its  role  in  protecting  these  historic 
resources.  A  new  slogan  will  also  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  logo.  The 
slogan  declares  "Preservation  is  caring 
for  Alberta". 

We  haven't  forgotten  about  those  of 
you  who  got  the  creative  juices  flowing 
and  submitted  designs  to  the  logo  con- 
test. While  the  final  selection  was  not 
from  among  the  contest  submissions, 
they  played  a  useful  role  in  that  they 
helped  us  to  see  how  others  view  the 
Foundation.  Many  thanks  to  all  who 
sent  in  designs.

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Report  on  Foundation  Membership  Survey 


"I  feel  good  about  the  Foundation". 
This  was  just  one  of  the  many  sup- 
portive comments  received  in  the 
recent  membership  survey  conducted 
by  the  Foundation.  The  response  to 
the  survey  was  an  overwhelming  25%, 
which  means  that  477  people  took  the 
time  to  not  just  answer  the  questions, 
but  to  provide  valuable  comments  and 
suggestions.  The  knowledge  that  sur- 
veys in  general  have  a  4%  response 
rate  made  the  Board  and  staff  espe- 
cially mindful  of  a  successful  under- 
taking. 

To  give  members  an  idea  of  how 
they  collectively  feel  about  the 
Foundation,  we  provide  the  following 
summary  of  some  replies  to  survey 
questions:

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Alberta  Main  Street  Update 


The  Alexander  Bar  in  the  1940's  was  a 
familiar  face  on  Drumheller's  Main 
Street  welcoming  travelers  arriving  on 
the  C.P.R.  in  the  days  of  ladies  and 
escorts.

The  Alexander  Bar  Restoration 


In  the  late  1930's  and  1940's  the  Art 
Moderne  style  was  a  familiar  face  on 
main  streets  throughout  Alberta.  The 
1939  New  York  World's  Fair  popularized 
the  style  characterized  by  rounded  cor- 
ners, sleek  white  stucco  finishes,  glass 
tile  insets,  steel  and  chrome  fixtures, 
brilliantly  painted  speed  lines  and  often 
hexagonal  or  round  windows.  These  once 
common  features  of  Alberta's  main 
streets  have  virtually  disappeared  in  the 
past  fifteen  years. 

This  year  Main  Street  Drumheller 
undertook  the  restoration  of  a  town  land- 
mark that  had  been  rendered  featureless 
by  removals  and  alterations.  The 
Alexander  Bar,  adjacent  to  the 
Alexander  Hotel  in  the  downtown,  was 
constructed  in  1938  after  the  original 
tavern,  nicknamed  "The  Log  Cabin",  and 
a  regular  watering  hole  for  town  miners, 
burned  to  the  ground  with  the  loss  of  two 
lives.  The  new  bar,  in  Moderne  style,  sig- 
nalled a  welcome  to  Drumheller  for  trav- 
elers who  arrived  at  the  C.P.R.  Station 
until  passenger  rail  service  was  discon- 
tinued. Subsequently  the  tavern  was 
increasingly  characterized  by  citizens  of 
the  Drumheller  Valley  as  a  "rough  bar". 

In  1987  the  Alex  was  purchased  by 
Terry  Heinrich  who  began  an  ongoing 
upgrading  of  the  hotel  premises  with  an 
eye  to  the  tourist  visitation  generated  by 
the  Tyrrell  Museum  of  Palaeontology. 
Part  of  Terry's  marketing  strategy 
included  improvements  to  the  bar  and  in 
conversations  with  the  Main  Street 
Advisory  Committee  the  idea  for  the 
restoration  took  root. 

The  project  has  been  so  successful 
that  virtually  everyone  in  town  has  been 
stopping  by  for  a  look  at  a  familiar  "old 
face".  To  capitalize  on  the  new  spirit, 
Main  Street  coordinator,  Scott  Hamilton, 
organized  a  "merchant  mixer"  to  cele- 
brate the  mood  of  optimism  in  Downtown 
Drumheller.  Congratulations  to  the 
Heinrichs  and  to  Scott.  Art  Moderne  is 
back  on  Main  Street!

The  large  stately  house  and  barn,  14  1/2  kilometres  (9  miles) 
east  of  Strathmore,  now  owned  by  Winston  and  Vera  Sproule,  are 
well  known  as  early  and  impressive  landmarks  on  the  Trans 
Canada  highway.  They  were  built  by  the  Hornstrom  Brothers  of 
Calgary  (formerly  of  Sweden)  who  also  built  the  Carstairs  arena, 
the  Gaetz  church  in  Red  Deer  and  many  of  the  province's  Bank  of 
Commerce  buildings. 

The  land  was  first  settled  in  1909  by  the  Harold  Scheer  family 
from  Illinois.  Between  1915  -  1920,  bountiful  crops  and  encourag- 
ing grain  prices  inspired  the  Scheers  to  build  on  a  grander  scale. 

For  the  farms  of  that  day,  it  was  unusual  to  have  such  modern  \ 
equipment  as  a  32  volt  light  plant  for  electricity  for  both  the 
house  and  barn;  a  central  heating  system  and  bathroom  facilities 
on  all  floors  in  the  house.  The  barn  was  equipped  with  a  manure 
bucket  on  tracks.  Hay  could  be  lifted  by  slings  from  the  hay  rack 
and  hoisted  to  the  loft  entrance  and  then  along  a  track  to  various 
areas  of  the  large  loft. 

In  1985,  the  Sproules  purchased  the  buildings  and  began 
restoring  the  2  1/2  storey  house.  In  1987,  the  house  was  chosen  by 
Hallmark,  a  United  States  greeting  card  company,  for  a  costly

commercial,  describing  the  residence  as  a  'marvellous  warm  old 
house  -  a  house  to  come  home  to  for  Christmas'.  The  main  floor 
was  decorated  by  Hallmark  and  remains  in  the  'movie  mode' 
while  the  Sproules  continue  other  restorations. 

Two  grants,  totalling  $20,000,  provided  by  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation,  are  being  used  for  new  cedar 
shingles  on  the  house  and  barn,  as  well  as  stabilization  of  the 
barn.  The  Sproules  have  expressed  appreciation  for  the  assis- 
tance, both  financially  and  otherwise,  provided  by  the 
Foundation  in  that  restoration  of  a  much  more  enduring  and 
authentic  nature  could  be  possible. 

Admirers  of  the  old  farm  yard  from  near  and  far,  express  plea- 
sure at  seeing  the  old  landmark  being  restored.  The  place 
attracts  visitors  continually  and  in  order  for  others  to  enjoy  their 
historic  home  as  much  as  they  do,  the  Sproules  have  set  up  a  Bed 
and  Breakfast  business.

Thinking  of 
Starting  a  Museum? 

Attracted  by  the  lure  of  possible 
economic  benefits  associated  with  the 
development  of  cultural  facilities  pro- 
moted as  tourist  attractions,  many 
communities  are  interested  in  starting 
local  museums. 

While  museums  can,  and  should, 
function  as  important  tourist  attrac- 
tions, contributing  to  the  economic 
development  of  a  community,  it  is 
important  to  realize  that  it  is  usually 
easier  to  start  museums  than  it  is  to 
maintain  them  from  year  to  year. 
Furthermore,  those  involved  with 
museums  must  think  beyond  tourism 
to  ensure  that  visitors  are  given  a 
quality  experience  once  they  are 
attracted  into  the  building. 

Museums  must  do  a  better  job  of 
promoting  their  facilities  as  tourist 
attractions,  but  must  always  remem- 
ber that  their  prime  purpose  is  the 
preservation  and  interpretation  of 
heritage.  Groups  interested  in  devel- 
oping museums  should  carefully  con- 
sider the  following  points  prior  to 
making  a  final  commitment. 

1.  Have  a  Meaningful  Purpose 
Carefully  and  clearly  define  the  muse- 
um's purpose.  Ensure  that  the  muse- 
um will  be  contributing  in  a  meaning- 
ful way  to  the  community  and  that  it 
will  help  build  pride  in  and  respect  for 
heritage.  Make  an  early  commitment 
to  heritage  preservation  and  to  pre- 
senting information  truthfully  and 
accurately.  Explore  the  reasons  why 
your  group  wants  a  museum. 

2.  Have  Relevant  Collections 

The  core  of  a  museum  is  its  collec- 
tions. Ensure  that  your  museum  has, 
or  can  obtain,  relevant  collections  of 
sufficient  quality  and  in  sufficient 
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quantity  to  tell  the  museum's  story 
and  to  carry  out  the  institution's  pur- 
pose. 

3.  Develop  Community  Support 
Ensure  that  there  is  a  wide  base  of 
support  of  all  kinds  in  your  communi- 
ty to  guarantee  both  the  development 
and  long-term  continued  operation  of 
your  museum. 

4.  Operate  Like  a  Business 

Get  your  paperwork  in  order.  Develop 
policies,  procedures  and  organization- 
al structures  to  ensure  the  long-term 
planning,  operation  and  management 
of  your  museum.  From  the  beginning, 
build  in  an  institutional  commitment 
to  excellence  and  ensure  that  your 
museum's  purpose  is  always  being 
served. 

5.  Secure  Appropriate  Facilities 
Determine  what  physical  facilities  you 
require  to  best  serve  your  museum's 
purpose  and  explore  ways  and  means 
of  acquiring  them.  Just  because  a  her- 
itage building  in  your  community  is 
worth  preserving  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  it  will  be  appropriate  for 
use  as  a  museum.  The  building  and 
the  exhibits  must  ensure  the  preser- 
vation of  the  collections,  as  well  as 
being  attractive  and  accessible  to  the 
public. 

6.  Become  an  Active  Member  of 
Alberta's  Museum  Community 
Share  your  museum  experiences, 
learn  from  others  and  contribute  to 
the  preservation  of  Alberta's  heritage. 
Join  the  Alberta  Museums 
Association.
